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Preface 



Man> attempts Lave already been made to make 
advantaged soctct> mote amciiablt. to helping the poor get on 
their feet economically. Programs to help poor people 
actually fed different about ihemselves m some basic wa> 
and more pwitive about then own possibilities are also 
common. Wi all too uften, these programs to impiove the 
economic lives, homes, or educational institutions of the 
poor, are "one-shot deals*' that, althoiigh they specifically 
alleviate that one problem, do not approach the more general 
dilemma of discovering how i[\c formula ma> be uni 
vcrsalizcd. 

After all, the examination of intervention strategy 
cannot be the province of the poor, man> of whom lack the 
education and tcchnolog), noi can its efficacious extension 
Of leapplicalion to largci :>et tings be their doing. And so the 
buiden of responsibilit> comes back to the resca[«.hers who 
began the process. Al this juncture, more stud> is needed at 
the place "where the poor meet the s> stern." There must also 
be a recognition of which programs have actually effected 
changes in the perceptual set of the poor. While ihes: 
changes have sometimes been made b> antipoveit> programs, 
fullest advantage has not been taken of newly discovered 
techniques to utili/,c the principle. 

The reports of research on studying the attitudes of 
poor people and of society 's attitudes toward them goes back 
m the literature of sociology and psychology more tlun half 
of a century. There are a number of nineteenth century 
Works which cover the topic quite aptly. However, few 
bibliographies on tins double barreled topic exist, and I hope 
that this one will stimulate Scholars and researchers to 
uiiearth materials that have remained slumbering too long 
beneath the surface. For example, specific chapters of 
various books, whose titles may or may not lead one to 
believe that they inch:dc anything of relevance, contain a 
wealth of material. 

I have attempted to collect togethci here some of the 
more commonly obtainable works from books, journals, and 
dissertations, as well a;> newspaper reports. In addition, where 



possible, abstracts were Ofsed to deseribe the material cited. 
Although fairly wide range of topicjr is presented here, 
there has not been time or spacelto do a comprehensive job 
of annotation. Sometirpes this was due to not bemg able tu 
obtain the document. Although this weakness is tu be 
regretted, it is hoped that future versions of this compilation 
may remedy the fault by more complete write-ups and 
descriptions of the^literature. 

In the best of all possible bibliographies, considerable 
multiple listing and cross-referencing would be provided for 
those entries whose contents require placement in two or 
more sections. Uiifortunately, . little of this was possible here. 
However, this volume does include a subject and author 
index. In any case, the omission of the multiple listing of 
certain works even where this may seem necessary merely 
given the range of topics suggested by the title js solely my 
deficiency. Furthermore, the omission of any one work in a 
multiple entry form is certainly not to be thought of as 
reflecting pejoratively on its value or range of applicability. A 
few multiple listings (especially of individual chapters of 
books) were attempted, but the inclusion of these is more by 
chance than by Resign. 

It has not ^en possible in this bibliography to do 
justice to the importance of the controversial concept of 
"culture of poverty*' or "poverty of culture.** A separate 
Volume could be collected on citations concerning that 
momentous and crucial issue, which js currently of interest 
to many branches of the social sciences. At any rate, a small, 
token attempt has been made to present certain relevant 
citations to literature on information revolving around the 
factors contributing to the , psychological world of the poor 
and what makes them think as they do, this is Section A- 1. 

In that section, I have attempted to select some of the 
books and articles^ that illuminate not only some of the 
elements of the everyday lives of the poor that influence the 
formation of tlieir attitudes, but also those ti^at highlight 
their psychological state on an imaginary seismograph. These 
elements include the following, the well known sense of 
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living unl> foi the hcic and now, tlic all pcivasivc bcu^c ol 
po\verlc5:»ne55, the v lack ot diicctiun and oigani/^ation evi 
denccd b> the abM;nve u! lung lange planning, the effects uf 
\ living undei debilitating and bonietnneb denicaitm^ weltare 
cundition:^ that bometmieb piuducc fatlieiLab, extended, oi 
broken family giuup^ and, biinultaneuubl) , authoiitaiian, 
• matiitocal tainil> unit:», the ti undated, nun:»>noptic bcn^e of 
temporal structure the puoi exhibit, then interest in being 
*1np" within the poverty eommunity; and the innuence of 
the need tor a sustaining, if aberrational personal '*h>pe"oi 
eompclling personality mode. 

It would have been nice indeed to have been^able to 
look tluougli the hundicds of worthy textbooks iii sociolog) 
and economics that have been published in the last few yeaib 
III older to cxtiapolatc a chapter or particular section on the 
issue ot the attitudes toward the pool and those of the pooi. 
Howcvei, the piessures of the publishing deadline foiccd a 
moiatonum on fuithei ic^^caich and expansion of the text. In 
the best of all possible bibhogiaphies, the woik of man) 
woithy writer:* and experimenters whose publications aic 
entirely relevant would definitely be included. Yet, to have 
completed thai paiticular cumulation foi the present bibliog 
laphy woulu h^ve meaiit fully anothci yeai added onto the 
alread> extendccl publication schedule. 

While explicating the outer limits of this bibhogiaph), I 
would like to note that m the scaidi foi lelevarU citations, 
the topic of the attitudes of teachers and of primary and 
secondary school students was pared down somewhat be- 
cause of a rather disproportionate number of studies made 
on these concepts. To rectify tins elimination of some 
citations of possible interesi, the reader is referred to the 
original sourceworks. Dissertation Abstracts and Poverty and 
Human Resources Abstracts. Due to space limitations, this 
bibliography also omits the way in which the poor perceive 
the Vietnam War, Watergate, and so forth. The welter of 
information available on the topic of desegregation has also 
been similarly collapsed. The interested reader, using the 
. descriptors "desegregation" or ^^segregation" in the staiidajd 
indexes, can retrieve material on this topic. 

Admittedly, there are many important citations to 
relevant literature whose lack of inclusion in this book may 
strike specialists as puzzling, arbitrary, or capricious. I 
shoulder the blame for these sins of inadvertent omission 
myself. I would be pleased to hear about these in order to 
Jmprove the next edition. Similarly* I acknowledge that the 
mevitable has, in fact, occuried once more: that there are 
inadvertent errors of fact, of transcription, and of copy in 
the text. Nevertheless, rather than blaming anyone except 
myself, I willingly assume the ultimate guilt. At the same 
time, I hope that readers who locate such errors might be 
good enough to take the time to inform mc of their findings 
so that tuture editions can be corrected. 

In this bibliography, I have attempted to bring together 
a number of pertinent citations to the more scholaily 
literature of recent vintage, especially since 1965. Jiisi as in 
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aiticle Ol book publishing, one can never quite be entirely 
up-to-date with the inclusion of all the most recent literature 
III a bibhogiaph/.Thc cutoff date foi inclusion was the latter 
part of 1973 Tor most works, however, when information 
was available aoout forthcoming publications of note, some 
of the most outstanding weie also included. In addition, a 
small numbei of books and refeiences which appeared in the 
spiing of 1974 hdve been sandwiched in here and there, 
where possible. 

It would have been ideal to have been able to present in 
condensed form some of the questions asked by various 
surveys across the country on topics .entering on attitudes, 
as well as including some of the statistics regarding the 
answers. Similarly, the probes of, the polling organizations 
require some kind of documentation, especially the pet 
ccntages or proportions of interviewees aiisweiing a partic 
ulai wa>. However, as usual, those twin restrictions, time and 
space, did not pernnt inclusion here. It is hoped that in the 
iieai futuie a short companion volume involving bonie of the 
majoi work tiaccd by polls and survey agencies will be ready 
to supplement the present compendium. 

It IS my hope that this bibliography will prove to be of 
bome organizational help in guiding serious leseaichei:^, social 
interventionists, and members of the public capable of 
effecting positive social change in bringing about a dramatic 
alleration in the encapsulated and still often giay world of 
the poor.

In probably the most comprehensive analysis of the topic 
published, the author has conducted a number of surveys 
regarding the work question as it affects the poor. These have 
been impressively assembled in easily-read form with only 
assimilable statistical data being interpolated. The prototype 
study began in September, 1967, with 20 trainees answering 
questions about the best and worst ways of life. (Goodwin's 
initial research was published by the Brookings Institution in 
April, 1968, as "Orientation of the Unemployed and 
Underemployed Poor Toward Work and Income Maintenance. 
A F easibihty Study,** which was published asa mimeo. He also 
published Work Orientations of Underemployed Poor. 
Report on a Pilot Study" in the Journal of Human Resources, 

Among the different types of questions which Goodwin 
administered and analyzed later according to certain 
thcn\atic clusters were concepts about.

The author classified each item on the questionnaire which 
pertained to these 8 dimensions- hundreds of questions 
altogether- according to "psychological element." Yliese 
were descriptions such as. hfe goal (joh and money), life goal 
(relations witji others), or income belief, intention, occupa- 
tional belief, and others. 

One group of people chosen to be analyy.cd and 
interviewed was black ADC mothers with teen-age sons 
registered with the Baltimore Department of Welfare, Good- 
win eliminated the South because there were insufficient 
WIN programs. New York and LOs Angeles, too, arc large and 
complicated. The sites selected were cities large enougli to 
have a fair-sized WIN program, but widely splayed acrfiSfHhe 
country- Washington, D.C., Baltimore, Detroit, Mih^ujpe, 
Seattle, and the Bay Area of San Francisco.

The authors attempt *o warm up the human issues 
behind the impersonal statistics racked up during the 
depression, roughly fifteen million people were unemployed 
and twent>-eight niiiiion were receiving pubhc assistance at 
the peak of the 30s. The forty-five cases described here were 
taken [rom a field of 103 people mterviewed in depth in 
Dubuque I(»wa, from December, 1937 to April, 1938. All ot 
the people had to be working class rather than managerial or 
professional, and to have had> at the minimum an unem- 
ployed period of four consecutive months. 



There were three types of families participating, those 
who had had public lelief and were now back in jobs, those 
who had not had public relief when unemployed and were 
back at their job, those who were out of work and were 
receiving aid, and others who were not receiving relief tiud 
who were out of work. Man> of the subjects wt»re ;n their 
middle >ears, but there are sizeable sections of the book 
deaimg with those over 60 and those under 35. Each person's 
stor> Is completed not only by a full description, of his 
life-style and opmions, but also by an employment history 
sliowing when and where he was employed. 

Regarding the crucial problcui m their lives, that of 
whether they Uked or disliked pubhc assistance, "their 
opinions contain some 'of the most cogent criticisms and 
evaluations of public assistance and the WPA that could be 
found.'* Some interviewed thought that assistance just 
reduced people to being parasites. On the subject of work 
lelief, it was felt by some that there were those who 
exploited it and worked sloppily: on the other hand, others 
thought it was not demeaning and that workers did not 
exploit their opportunity to "slough off." At any rate, it is 
Important to note that all of the interviewees would rather 
have had work relief than the 'dole.
